He Is closer to his con­ 

stituents than a senator because he represents a smaller area.

They are Ralph Cria- 

well, Los Angeles city councilman, and Joe Crail, well-known IjOS

and the All-Amerlcan canal. The voters must decide which of 

the two meiuwlll carry the greatest Influence at Washington, which 

will take to the federal councils the greatest weight and Influence.

Crtswell was Socialist candidate for mayor of Los Angeles at 

least twice. Then he became a Republican and went to the council.

Crail is a Republican and always has been. He managed 

Hughes' campaign in Southern California- in 1916. He is well 

acquainted with Republican leaders throughout the country.

TF the next Congress at Washington is going to be anti-admin­ 

istration Criswell probably would carry more weight in the 

House than -Cratt. But if it is to be Republican In the Coolidge 

sense of the word, then Crail, as an administration Republican, 

would be able to accomplish more for Southern- California.

It seems to me that one must decide in his own mind which 

of these two men would best be able to' represent the needs of 

the west, and then vote for that man. The decision is difficult, 

for the hue of the next Congress has not yet been determined. 

Those who believe in government by party and who are Repub­ 

licans undoubtedly will vote for Cral). Those who care little tor 

a man's politics and think an independent can accomplish as much 

as a party man will probably vote for Criswell.

My own decision not that It makes any difference to anyone 

but~me will be made only when I can decide in my own mind 

which of these two men seems best able to accomplish something 

for Colorado River development. Any light on that subject will 

be deeply appreciated. \

Increases Efficiency of De­ 
partment While Reducing 

Branches' Expenditures

Qov. Friend W. Richardson's 
dorsement of civil service and the 
merit system In state government 

i in his inaugural message has been 
confirmed by his unequivocal sup­ 
port of and co-operation with th 
civil service department during his 
administration.

In his Inaugural mesa 
stated "Civil service has proved its 
worth and the defects complained 
of are mainly those of administra­ 
tion."

In his second biennial message 
he again endorsed civil service in 
his declaration that "The civil 
service department has neve 
worked more efficiently and ren­ 
dered greater service than during 
the past two years. . . . While hav­ 
ing its defects, it is vastly superior 
to the old spoils system. It is a 
protection to the employes of the 
state. It Is a great benefit to me 
in establishing a business admin­ 
istration. I' have stood strongly 
against all efforts to break down 
the efficacy of- civil service."

Endorses Aot
He demonstrated his faith and 

endorsement by promptly approving 
srislative act strengthening the 

civil service power of classification 
f positions and standardization of 

salaries. He recommended for 
.doption and later approved a 

legislative measure which recom­ 
mended a loosely organised com­ 
mission and which placed the de­ 
partment -OK a far more effective 
basis.

Finally, at the beginning of .this 
''political campaign he voiced in m 
uncertain terms the outstanding 
principle of the merit system 
honored heretofore more in the 
breach than in the. observance, an< 
the violation of which would wreck 
civil service, in his direct orderi 
that no contributions nor servlci 
for political purposes were to be 
asked or demanded by heads of de 
partments nor permitted on th< 
part of state employes. No former 
executive of California hai 
Issued such an order.

For Merit System 
GOVT Richardson's policy through 

his entire administration has been 
one of non-interference with civi 
service procedure; a consistent, 
conscientious support of the merii 
system; an insistence that all state 
departments live up to and comply 
absolutely with the provisions of 
the civil service law and the rules 
of the civil service department.

Not in a single Instance, directly 
or Indirectly, has there been a re­ 
quest, not even an Intimation or a 
suggestion, for the selection of an 
appointment for political, personal, 

r other reasons. On the contrary, 
lien appointments have been made 

in the executive department, which 
Is exempt by law from the pro­ 
vision* of civil service, the gov­ 
ernor baa Invariably requested the 
appointment of civil service el- 
glbles.

Increased Efficiency 
Under vigilant executive approval 

:lvil service haa made marked 
progress in the past four years. In 

j accordance with Qov. Richardson's 
pronouncement of maximum ef­ 
ficiency with a minimum of em­ 
ployes and expenditure of funds, 
the total number of state employes 
under civil service lias been re­ 
duced from 7197 at the beginning 
of Gov. Richardson's term, to 7118 
at the present time, not withstand-

OIL REVIVAL IN FIELD'S SOUTHERN AREA

Hop* for th* revival of a 
large number of idle oil welli 
in the most southerly part of 
the oil field here were high 
among oil men thi« week, when 
new steps were take.n to over­ 
come the trouble caused by the 
fine eand in the formation.

A Lot Angelet eyndicate ha* 
purchased Julian No. 6 -en 
Cherry street in Lomita, west 
of Narbonne avenue, and has 
installed new hydraulic pump 
equipment which is said to 
have been successful in over­ 
coming fine sand trouble and 
in ' increasing production in 
other wells near the edge of 
the field's productive formation. 

GAGE IS CONFIDENT
Arthur G. Gage, who is in 

charge of operations at the 
Julian rig, is confident that the 
well will be put back on pro­

duction with a yield of from 
1001 to 200 barrels a day. Be­ 
fore the pumps were stopped 
on account of eand trouble this 
well made 96 barrels a day.

Mr. Cage assert* that the 
same sand difficulties existing 
in this field prevailed at the 
McAdoo well at Newhall, where 
the hydraulic pump equipment 
effected a remedy.

It is reported that five E. J. 
Mi ley wells which were pre­ 
viously making from 25 to 40 
barrels a day apiece are now 
making an aggregate of 700 
barrels daily with hydraulic 
pump equipment.

SALES REPORTED
Oil men agree that elimina­ 

tion of the sanding-up trouble 
in the Lomita area would cause 
a big revival in the field here. 
Many wells, now standing idle

became they are sanded up 
would be placed back on pro­ 
duction, and some new drilling 
operations might be started.

Reports of the sale of half 
an acre near the old Julian No. 
6 were prevalent in Lomita this 
week, but could not be con­ 
firmed. The rumor had it that 
the price paid for the land was 
an oil price.

There never has been any 
dearth of oil in the southern 
part of the field, but wells have 
continually sanded up so that 
in many case* it ha* cost more 
to keep the01 cleaned out than 
they have returned in produc­ 
tion

Operators in all parts of the 
field are watching the experi­ 
ment on the old Julian well 
with marked interest.
